London, Oct. 20.—The Admiralty War Office today an- 


nounced that although the allies have gained a temporary ad- 
vantage over the Germans in the fatler's drive up from the 
coast, it was *till loo. early to claim that any great victory had 
been won. 


Reports from correspondent* staling that Oslend has been 


captured by the allies, that General von Kluck's army was in 
great danger, and that the German's Channel army was in 
peril of destruction were dismissed curtly with the word "un- 
confirmed." 


At Ihe Belgian legation it was stated that there was no con- 


firmation that Ostend had been captured. 
It is permitted to

Unsound Reasoning. 


These Birds of War Live Wires; 
Mounted Chaplains Now Busy Men, 


The rigid censorship of war news is one of the marked lea- 


lures of the great 1-uropean conllicl, and whether this may he a 
good thing or a bad thing is a mailer of opinion. That il has 
been successful is freely admitted by American newspapers, 
which have as free access lo Ihe news as any papers in Ihe 
world, and which frankly confess (hat in reporting Ihe war 
they are simply doing the best they can under the circum- 
stances. 


An exchange lakes Ihe view thai such censorship of war 


news is wrong, and (his stand is taken lor what must strike 
most people as a very poor reason. This is dial when Hie hor- 
rors of war are pictured in (he daily press in all (heir sickening 
details Ihe minds and hearts of Ihe people revolt and llms Hie 
horrors of war become an instrumentality for Ihe promotion 
of peace. Our exchange says dial mere statistics of Ihe num- 
ber of killed and wounded makelilde impression upon Hie pub- 
lic mind, whereas "die gruesome details of Ihe war reporters 
frequently arouse Hie country lo (lie terror of bailies," and il 
proceeds to argue thai such publication is liable lo create such 
an aversion lo war as to greatly increase the possibility and 
probability of its elimination. 


In the opinion of this paper this reasoning is not sound. 


There is an old saying, "The appetite grows by what il feeds 
on," and il is to be believed dial daily reading of all the bloody 
details of a great war lends more to harden people lo die hor- 
rors of war and whet (he desire for sdll bloodier details than il 
does to turn (heir minds toward (noughts of peace. 


If the publication of (he awful details of war is calculated lo 


create aversion lo w.1r, Ihe same should he true with reference 
(o (he "playing up" of murder cases in (lie newspapers. Mm- -_-.=•-——•====-—=-:-=;=::.•—--—r^^v^^-.^==========- 
der trials in (his couiilry ;ire reported in jja'iit detail and wi 
no end of "color" added, by the writers, but Hie practice, of 
which by no means all papers are guilty, fails lo eliminate or 
lessen the crime of murder, this country having the unenvia- 
ble distinction of having more murders in proportion to popu- 
lation than any other civilized nation on earth. 


This country is far removed from the present war, and that 


not more of the "gruesome details" are thrust upon our people 
should be cause for thanksgiving rather than of complaint.

Dr. Henry Van Dyke, American minister lo the Netherlands, 


has informed the enterprising war correspondents who have 
been trying to "work" the legation in the matter of transmis- 
sion of news to this country that such use of his facilities would 
be a violation of the president's neutrality order, and that con- 
sequently the scheme doesn't go.
